REPORT  OF  THE 

Trustees  of  Central   Cemetery. 


During  the  past  year  14  lots  have  been  sold,  leaving 
148  still  undisposed  of.  The  number  of  original  inter- 
ments was  eleven ;  re-interments  twenty-live,  making  the 
whole  number  buried  to  date,  three  hundred  and  thirty. 
Among  the  remains  re-intered  were  those  of  the  Rev. 
Huntington  Porter  and  family,  originally  buried  in  the 
grave  yard  opposite  the  Congregational  Church,  and  for- 
merly known  as  the  parsonage  grave  yard,  but  of  late 
years  the  property  of  Isaac  D.  Rand.  As  is  well  known, 
Mr.  Porter  was  the  pastor  of  the  church  in  Rye  from  1785 
to  1835,  a  period  of  50  years,  and  in  consideration  of  this 
fact,  it  seemed  eminently  proper  that  a  lot  in  the  cemetery 
should  be  set  apart  in  which  to  reinter  the  remains  of  him- 
self and  family,  as  they  were  about  to  be  removed  from 
their  original  resting  place.  As  such  appeared  to  be  the 
unanimous  opinion  of  everyone  consulted  on  the  subject, 
your  trustees  selected  lot  No.  54,  south  division,  as  one 
suitable  for  the  purpose,  it  adjoining  lot  53,  on  which  is  a 
monnment  erected  to  the  memory  of  the  Rev.  Samuel 
Parsons,  who  was  pastor  of  the  church  before  Mr.  Porter, 
and  like  him,  served  fifty  years  as  such.  At  some  time  in 
the  future,  it  is  suggested  that  a  suitable  wonunient  be 
erected  to  the  memory  of  Mr.  Porter,  either  b}*  the  town, 
or  by  subscriptions,  as  may  be  deemed  the  most  appro- 
priate. The  trustees  feel  it  their  duty  to  again  call  the 
attention  of  the  owners  of  lots,  who  neglect  to  care  for 
them,  to  article  10  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Cemetery,  which 
is  here  appended : 

Article  10. — "Owners  of  lots  will   be    required   to    cut 
the  grass  on  their  respective  lots  at  least  once  a  year  ;  and 
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weeds  and  other  refuse  growth  shall  be  cut  as  often  as  the 
cemetery  trustees  may  require,  and  said  grass  and  weeds 
shall  not  be  left  in  the  avenues  or  paths,  but  taken  from 
the  cemetery.  When  said  owners  neglect  or  refuse  to 
comply  with  this  Article,  the  cemetery  trustees  shall  en- 
ter upon  said  lot  and  remove  the  same  at  the  expense  of 
owner  of  said  lot." 

Non-compliance  with  this  article  not  only  detracts 
from  the  otherwise  creditable  appearance  of  the  cemetery, 
but  in  a  measure  reflects  on  the  trustees  for  not  strictly 
enforcing  the  By-Laws,  and  they'  trust  that  each  and  every 
one  having  an  interest  in  the  cemetery  will  see  to  it  that 
their  lots  are  kept  in  good  order.

Report  of  the  School  Board. 


Fellow  Citizens  of  Rye: 

It  is  with  sadness  we  are  called  upon  to  record  the 
death  of  one  member  of  the  School  Board,  that  of  Mr. 
John  O.  Drake. 

In  his  death,  the  board  have  lost  an  appreciated  mem- 
ber and  the  town  a  valuable  citizen. 

As  Mr.  Drake  was  school  treasurer,  it  left  that  office 
vacant.  After  seeking  legal  advice,  we  appointed  Wal- 
lace S.  Goss  to  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  meeting  of 
the  school  district  in  March. 

In  presenting  our  annual  school  report  we  feel  justi- 
fied in  saying  that  the  scholars  have  made  marked  im- 
provement during  the  year  with  our  competent  teachers 
and  their  up-to-date  methods. 

At  the  South  school  Miss  Flora  A.  Griswold  has 
taught  the  three  terms  of  the  year.  This  school  has  cer- 
tainly made  great  improvement,  especially  in  deportment. 
Miss  Griswold  is  a  thorough  teacher  and  a  friend  to  her 
scholars. 

At  the  West  school  Miss  Mary  F.  Pike  taught  the 
Spring  term.  She  failed  to  get  the  good  will  of  her  schol- 
ars, consequently  they  made  but  little  progress.  The  fall 
and  winter  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Wil- 
liams. She  at  once  got  the  good  will  of  her  scholars  and 
they  have  worked  together,  and  in  that  way  there  could- 
only  be  one  result,  that  of  success. 

At  the  Wedgewood.  the  spring  and  fall  terms  were 
taught  by  Miss  Nellie    0.  Wade,    who    bad  good    success 
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but  feeling  unable  to  teach  the  winter  term  she  resigned  at 
the  end  of  the  fall  term,  and  we  secured  the  services  of 
Miss  Nancy  M.  Morse  for  the  winter  term.  We  had  con- 
fidence in  her  ability  to  keep  a  successful  school,  and  our 
expectations  are  fully  realized.  At  the  East,  the  spring 
term  was  taught  by  Miss  Hannah  E.  Tobin  with  her  usual 
success,  she  having  taught  this  school  the  last  two  terms 
of  the  preceding  year.  The  fall  and  winter  terms  were 
taught  by  Miss  Martha  J.  Lyon,  who  is  a  thorough,  con- 
scientious teacher,  always  working  for  the  best  interest  of 
her  scholars.  We  still  retain  the  services  of  Prof.  George 
D.  Whittier  as  teacher  of  music — the  result  shows  that 
he  has  been  thorough  and  painstaking.  There  have  been 
during  the  year  20  scholars  who  have  attended  school  out 
of  town,  where  higher  studies  are  taught  than  in  our  town 
schools.  In  accordance  With  the  vote  passed  at  a  meeting 
of  the  school  district  last  March  we  have  divided  the  $150 
appropriated  pro-rata  among  them,  according  to  the  num- 
ber of  terms  each  scholar  has  attended.  We  feel  we  have 
a  faithful  set  of  teachers  who  are  thorough  and  earnest  in 
their  work.  We  have  also  found  the  scholars  diligent  and 
our  schools  generally  in  a  prosperous  condition.  We  have 
recommended  thoroughness  ;  it  is  not  how  many  pages  the 
scholar  can  learn,  but  how  many  he  can  remember  and 
understand.  It  is  better  that  a  scholar  should  know  one 
page  and  know  it  thoroughly  than  a  chapter  half  learned. 
During  the  year  the  School  Board  have  placed  forty- 
six  of  Chandler's  adjustable  seats  and  desks  in  the  Wedge- 
wood  schoolhouse,  similar  to  the  "Friction  Side"  placed  in 
the  East  schoolhouse  two  years  ago.  The  advantages  of 
the  adjustable  furniture  are  numerous.  The  scholar  sits 
with  more  ease,  consequently  can  do  more  work  while  in 
school.  Many  of  the  scholars,  and  especially  the  very 
small  ones,  were  obliged  to  have  crickets  or  stools  to  rest 
their  feet  on,  not  being  able  to  reach  the  floor;  by  using 
the  three  sizes  they  can  be  adjusted    to    fit    any    ordinary 
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person.  We  have  also  put  a  new  stove  in  the  ante-room, 
had  the  floors  oiled,  all  the  other  wood-work  inside  var- 
nished, the  walls  of  the  ante-room  whitened,  and  all  the 
woodwork  outside  painted.  We  have  also  put  a  new 
stove  in  the  West  school  house  and  had  the  walls  scraped 
and  painted,  and  the  floors  of  the  East  school  house  have 
also  been  oiled. 

We  have  also  introduced  some  new  grammars  in  the 
schools  to  replace  some  older  ones  which  we  felt  were  not 
what  we  should  have  at  the  present  time,  DeGarmo's 
Language  Lessons  for  younger  scholars  and  Raub's  Prac- 
tical Grammar  for  those  more  advanced,  and  from  time  to 
time  have  purchased  new  supplementary  reading. 

Last  year  the  scholars  gave  an  entertainment  at  the 
town  hall,  charging  an  admittance  fee,  "the  net  proceeds  of 
which  was  $28.20.  The  same  has  been  placed  in  the  Sav- 
ings Bank  and  considered  as  belonging  to  the  four  schools, 
to  be  divided  equally  between  them  in  purchasing  some- 
thing they  may  wish  out  of  the  regular  line  supplied  by 
the  town.  This  year  about  the  first  of  March  the  scholars 
will  present  the  Cantata  "A  Meeting  of  Nations." 

We  would  suggest  that  parents  visit  the  schools  more 
and  become  better  acquainted  with  school  work.  Such 
visits  would  encourage  teacher  and  scholar  and  give  satis- 
faction to  the  School  Board.
